In closing our report we would thank the parents for the 
kind interest manifested in the schools. We thin the success 
or failure of a school depends very much upon the influence at 
home, and are glad to find that in most instances this influence 
has been of the right kind. . 

— We do not expect to find every one upon the roll of honor as 

sometimes things that can not be avoided detain a child at 
home; but we think if parents tried, there is no neel of a 
scholar being out one or two days every week. It is not just 
to his schoolmates or bis teacher; besi tes, such a seholar has 
double work to do, for, from missing those lessons, he does not 
understand the ones that follow. 

We think it is a good plan fer scholars to take some bork 
home at night and learn one lesson at home. In our short 
schools there is no danger of studying too much. Every par- 
ent can at least help him to learn his spelling lesson or hear him 
read over his reading. It encourages the child to know that 
his parents are interested; besides itis nice to think that one 
lesson is learned before going to schol. 

Some of our schools are very small but so situated that it is 
dificult to unite them. ‘There has been no school in No. 5 this 
year, as there are only five or six scholars, and they kindly 
consented to come to No. 3, although the distance for some 
of them is more than many would be willing to travel. 

The smallest school in town now is in No. 8, where there are 
only four scholars and three of these are over fifteen years of 
age and will probably not attend district school much more. 
We hope some suitable arrangement can be made for this.
